in Dupont Circle—Castle Stewart 

Denizens — Unique Interiors— 

The Legation FPeople—At the 

Theater—Social Life. 

[To the Gazette. } 

Washington now is in its best dress. | 
The always beautiful West End is 
daily getting more beautiful, and a 
stroll through that section is almost a 
dream of delight. Up near the Chi- 
nese Logation it is already charming. 
Walking through Dupont circle the 
other day I saw a little picture that 
could hardly be duplicated outside of 
the Celestial empire. In one of the 
more sequestered nooks of the park 
were about a dozen of the Chinese at- 
taches in pig tailsand petticoats, Some 
of them were bigand fat, with large, 
round moonlike faces and lounged 
lazily about on the benches, while 
others, lean and nimble, danced and 
frollicked and skipped: about like 
merry little girls at play, their ratlike 
voices rising and falling in shrill ca- 
dences, It is a sight familiar to the 
residents of the neighborhood, The 
park is the Chinese playground,and in 
the Summer you are almost sure to 
find some of them there. 

CHANG YEN HOON. 

Over across the way, just fronting 
the circle, is the legation building, 
more generaily known as Castle Stew- 
art. Itisagrimold structure which 
looks somewhat like a church, a little 
like a castle with its round tower and 
colored windows and less like a pri- 
vate res.dence than anything else. 
Yet this latter was the purpose for 
which it was built, It was erecied by 
Senator Sewart, of Nevada, when he 
served that State in the Senate many 
yearsago. He was atthat time much 
richer than now, but I hearthat he 
has regained much of his lost fortunes, 
and now that he has returned to the 


Senate I would not be surprised if he 
would live in his old home. It would 
be well for it if some progressive 
American would get possession, for 
the building is in wretched repair,and 
looks as if it were twice as oid as it 
really is. However,a few weeks ago 
just before the Senator left for home 
he had it repainted on the outside. The 
British Legation was built about the 
sume time and looks justas fresh and 
new to-day as on the day it was fin- 
ished. Atonetime these two build- 
ings stood almost alone in a desolate 
waste of swamp and stubble. Now 
they stand in the midst of the most 
fashionable section of thie Capita). 

But though the exterior of the house 
is bardly as magnificenta of old you 
forget all about it when once you en- 
ter. Itis by farthe most unique in- 
terior in Washington, and the China- 
maniac might spend days in stadying 
and feasting his eyes onthe beautiful 
display that ornament the rooms of 
the spacious mansion. To the right 
of the hallway as you enter the front 
door are the parlors and reception 
rooms. Pushiog back the heavy and 
beautiful embrvidered portieres you 
pass intothe parlor. It is the most 
magnificent apartment in the house. 
The walis are hung with Chinese drap- 
on of peculiar texture, embroidered 
with maxims taken from the works of 
Confucius, and all about set massive 
Oriental vases of unique design. 
‘Lhere are screens and rugs in gold 
ard blue and scarlet, and a collection 
of bric-a-brac that could scarcely be 
equaled in America, 

You can pass from the parlors into 
the library by going through a par- 
row little bail. I have been in many 
libraries in my life, but I can say that 
never had Lentered one exactly like 
this. The room might almost de- 
scribed as an oc agon, it has so many 
litle nooks and crannies. There 
are old-lookivg bookcases filed with 
rare and valuable manuscripts, and a 
number of cabinets of beautiful work- 
mansbipin which are richly bound 
editions of the Chinese classics. This 
room is the Minister’s private office 
and strangers rarcly havea chance to 
enteri*. Passing still farther toward 
ihe back ofthe mension we come to 
the Lall-room, perhaps the largest and 
most e.egant in the citv, and the scene 
cf some of the most brilliant entertain- 
ments ever given ‘n Washington. 
Though the M.nietr is nota frequent 
enterta ner bimeelf, he is always ready 
to put Lis bouse a thedi«powal of the 
so ivy ladies of Washington. Every 
rea on, however, §be gives a grand 
bail, for which over 1,000 invitations 
ere issued. The last occasion of this 
kind is still fresh in the public mind, 
on account of the behavior of the

cool, loose-fitling costumes, and look- 
ing the picture of happiness aod con- 
tentment., Perbaps no one but the in- 
terpreter and translater can under- 
stand what is going on, but they do 
not allow this small matter to inter- 
fere with their enjoyment of the play. 
They applaud vociferously, but not al- 
ways inatimely manuer, I remem- 
ber one evening, some time ago, sil- 
ting near them atthe theater. During 
one of the parts an actress on the 
stage lita cigaretie. She was evident- 
ly not an expert; the smoke went the 
wrong way and she choked. The oc- 
cupants of the Chinese box went off 
like a pack of fire-crackers, the epi- 
demic spread, and soon the whole au- 
dience was ia a roar of laughter. The 
200-pound secretary of the legation 
laughed so hard that at one time I 
thought he was going to have a fit. 

The present members of the Chinese 
Legation are a very handsome, intelll- 
gent body of men. Including the ser- 
vants, there are about 30 of them, and 
they seem to enjoy life like so ge 
children. The incidents of their life 
in this country seem to have a perfect 
fascination for them. They go to the 
circus, to balls, receptions and din- 
ners,and follow, in tact, every form 
of life with the most supreme delight. 
During the social season they are 
faithful devotees of society, and re- 
turn promptly every cal!, and raptur- 
ously accept every invitation sent 
them. Takenall in all, the sum and 
subsiance of Chinese diplomacy in this 
coupbtry seems to lie in the direction 
of having a good time, 

Chang Yen Hoon, the Minister, 
however, is credited with being a man 
of unusual ability. He isa soldier by 
profession, and for repeated gallantry 
in subduing a number of rebellions in 
the provinces he was promoted to the 
rank of Tas-tai Expetant, and then 
made Envoy Extrxordinary to the 
United States, Spain and Peru, which 
positions be now holds. He is much 
more dignified and reserved than his 
associates, and is rarely seen in pub- 
lic. He does not speak a word of En- 
glish, however, and whenever he goes 
out is accompanied by his translator 
and interpreter, besides a routine of 
servants in glittering livery.

A Heavy Rebbery. 
GALVESTON, June 18.

The express car was robbed, but no- 
body was killed. It is rumored that 
the robbers secured $75,000.

The total amount secured is 
now placed at $10,000. The whole 
country is aroused and several posses 
bave gone in search ot the robbers.

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THE BRICK INDUSIRY. 


Intelligent Commentary — Keno's 
Fatuare.

ful statements. These are intended 
for the outside public and I am cer- 
tain will prove pleasant and en- 
couraging to those who have an 
abiding faith in Reoo’s future. 
They cheerfully informed me that 
they have done more work in the 
past year and disposed of more 
brick than in any two years out of 
the past ten. ‘‘This,’’ said the el- 
der brother, “I attribute to the 
great faith of the people in the per- 
manency of Reno, and not to an 
over desire for brick houses.

The New Filter. 

The Reno Water Company, at an 
expense of several thousand dollars, 
have put in place Dr. Arnold’s trip- 
ple filters, near Bishop Whitaker's 


echool. The system of filtering is 
of recent invention. Those for fam- 
ily use have bad a practical test, 
and found to be all that is claimed 
for them. The works here are the 
first on alarge scale in the country, 
and the results will be watched 
with great interest bv the citizens 
of Reno. The water was turned on 
yesterday, and there isa most per- 
ceptable improvement in its char- 
acter. It is clear and free from 
the unna‘ural taste and smell which 
has been so odious. The gravel in 
the filter barrels before being put 
in place was thoroughly roasted, 
which, together with the three tons 
of bone and charcoal, may affect the 
water forafew days. It is claimed 
that as soon as the dust of the 
gravel and charcoal is completely 
washed out, the water will be as 
free from all impurities as it is 
when it leaves its head—Lake Ta- 
hoe. The workings of this new 
system of filtration will be closely 
observed by the GAZETTE, and 
should it prove to revolutionize the 
sawdust - poisoned waters of the 
Truckee, it will be noted. 

In addition to the filter, the Reno 
Water Compauy proposes to imme- 
diately construct a new reservoir 
for Summer use. It will be about 
100x150 feet in size. As soon as the 
small reservoir is constructed the 
company will drain the large one 
and deepen, us well as renovate, it. 
The efforts of the company to give 
ite patrons pure water are most 
commendable. 


Doing Japan aud Other Countries.
